EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Response to Amendment 

The present Office action is made in response to the Supplemental Amendment 
filed on 09/29/04. It is noted that the present application contains claims 1, 3, 5, 9, 12, 
14, and 19-20 and claims 2, 4, 6-8, 11, 13, 15-18, and 21-33 have been canceled by the 
Supplemental Amendment filed on 09/29/04. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 9, 12, 14, and 19-20 are allowed. 

As to independent claims 1 and 10, the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails discloses or render obvious an electrical circuit inspection apparatus 
and method comprising all the specific elements with the specific combination including 
of a conductor defect analyzer for receiving the first attribute information of sensing 
reflectivity of a conductor and tlie second attribute information of sensing luminescence 
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at the conductor, and evaluating a combination of the sensing reflectivity of a conductor 
and sensing luminescence at the conductor to determine the presence of a conductor 
defect at the conductor location in combination with the rest of the limitation of claims 1 , 
and 10.
